Who knows what the fads will be tomorrow? 
When we were in school we can remember everyone 
dying his hair with cake coloring . . . and if you 
don’t think it was shocking to walk into a class and 
see a room full of bright red, green, orange and 
purple-headed-students, ask some of the teachers who 
taught our group. They survived it though — as 
teachers have survived all the fads of teenagers 
through the ages.
